Warrant for Annual Town Meeting 


To Alpheus Nason, Constable of the Town of Canaan, County 
of Somerset, GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of said town of Canaan, 
qualified to vote in town affairs to meet at Town Hall in said 
town on the second day of March, A. D. 1925, at ten o’clock in 
the forenoon to act upon the following articles, to wit:

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of Canaan: 


I herewith submit the annual report on school conditions 
required by law of the Supt. of schools as far as they have 
come under my observation. In view of the fact that my 
services as Acting Supt. of schools at the request of Supt. T. W. 
McQuaide under authorization of the school committee began 
with the opening of the fall term, September 8, 1924 my report 
covers only the period from that date until the present time, 
and, therefore deals solely with results of inspection and ob- 
servation of teachers, teaching methods, textbooks, courses of 
study, equipment, etc. of the schools of your town as they exist 
under the present administration. 

My first round of visits to the schools was occupied largely 
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in securing data for the annual report on teachers required by 
State Department of Education to be made on the first of Octo- 
_ber. This report calls for the educational qualifications, sal- 
aries and teaching experience of teachers in service at the 
beginning of the fall term. 

The town is maintaining two village schools, besides the 
High School and four rural schools. There are six teachers 
in the common schools and one in the High School. 

There have been only two changes of teachers since the 
opening of the fall term. Mrs. Delia B. Brown, teacher of 
Slab City school resigned at the end of the fall term and was 
followed by Mrs. Caro C. Wheeler who in addition to her duties 
as teacher is also furnishing transportation, Kathleen Mac 
Nichol, teacher of the Brock school resigned at the close of 
the fall term and her place was taken by Myrtle Littlefield of 
East Newport. 

All of the teachers in both common and high schools hold 
State Teachers’ certificates and have had previous experience 
in teaching . 


ATTENDANCE 


According to reports of teachers sent in at the close of the 
fall term there has been a large number of absences from 
school. This absence has been due, in part, to measles. The 
Nason school began the winter term a week late on account 
of chicken pox. 


COURSES OF STUDY 


The course of study in the elementary schools is based on 
an eight grade system. At the end of the eighth grade the 
child either leaves school or goes to High School. In either 
case the child would derive benefit from another year of study 
in the elementary schools. 

It is true that the eight grade system is widely in effect. 
But in some of those places where it is used they have a sub- 
primary grade which is much the same, as far as results are 
concerned, as a nine grade system. Many other school systems 
have advantages and facilities which are difficult to obtain for 


country schools. 
For example, in country schools it is necessary for one 
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teacher to teach all of the grades. In large villages and 
cities where the eight grade system most widely prevails each 
teacher has only one grade or at most three grades. 

It follows, therefore, that pupils can make much. greater 
progress in the same period of time in the one case than in the 
other. And, that the children in mixed schools are at a dis- 
advantage by comparison with large village schools. 

It is my opinion, therefore, that another year of study in the 
elementary schools would give the pupil more thorough pre- 
paration either for High School or for the usual activities of 
life. 


TEXT BOOKS 


The schools are fairly well supplied with the new arith- 
metics which were introduced last year. The old physioligies 
are being displaced by a new and later series. There is a 
good list of reading books. The only deficiency in reading 
material is in the line of standard American Classics both poetry 
and prose. The spelling books, geographies and grammars are 
excellent. 


EQUIPMENT 


New single seats and desks have been purchased for the 
Nason school. When these are installed all of the schools 
in town will have modern seating accommodations. The two vil- 
lage schools have excellent toilet facilities. None of the rural 
schools are equipped in a similar way. One of the rural 
schools has been shingled. Other repair expenses have been 
for current needs. ; 


STATISTICS 


Number of persons between the ages of 5 and 21 years be- 
longing in town April 1, 1924 according to the annual school 
census 228. Number of pupils enrolled in the fall term of 
1924, elementary schools 142, high school 10, Number of 
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different pupils registered in elementary schools for the year 
ending June 30, 1924, Boys 79, Girls 65, in high school, Boys 6, 
Girls 6. Number conveyed at expense of the town 37. Average 
daily attendance of all pupils in elementary schools for the year 
109, high school 10.4. Number of weeks schools were maintain- 
ed 36. 

Superintendent T. W. Mc Quaide will submit the financial 
report covering the schools and also recommendations for 
appropriations for the ensuing year.
